GEN. GRANT. 8 
HIS RECEPTION AT PATERSON, N. J. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New York, Dec. 11.—At his reception at 
Paterson, N. J., to-night, Gen. Grant made 
the following remarks: 


I am indeed under many obligations to 
you, one and all, for the  hospitalities 
you have extended to me this day. It 
has . afforded me great pleasure fo visit 
the industries of your city. Which go 
so far to make up the grandeur of 
the grandest Nation which the sun shines on, 
and the only one where it is comparatively easy 
for a man to rise from poverty to affluence and 
from any position to the highest in society. 
Your industries are indeed great, and I hope 
that they will continue to increase. I mygelf 
come from the Northwest, from the 
ricultural part of the country, which 
has been grain very extensively, 
and will continue to increase the volume of our 
production. With all this immense production, 
however, there are continually being made new 
improvements in agricultural machinery, in 
machinery which shortens the laber 
in the field, 80 that, despite the 
increase in production, the demand for 
labor has not increased in proportion. In the 
future it will continue as it has in the 
past, and-f is necessary that this saved 
and unemployed labor should find a 
market someWhere. Paterson has done a 
great deal to supply this market, and 
it deserves praise therefor. Other cities would 
do well to follow in her footsteps, and the time 
will come when the prosperity of a city will de- 
pend upon ite industries. Everything shoud 
be done to encourage the introduction of 
the spindle and the triphammer, and 
the manfacture of machinery and products of 
every description. It is also of great assistance 
to us to have an outlet for our manufact- 
ures,—to haye a ohannel through which 
we can send to the markets of others 
the products which we manufacture but do 
not consume. I myself have been interested in 
this matter, and have done what Icould. I have 
sucoecded in interest ing capitalists and forming 
a railroad connection between here and Mexico, 
which I regard as the great future market for 
our products. When I visited that country 
some years ago I gained an impression, which 
was only confirmed by a more recent visit, that 
that was the place to dispose of goods which we 
manufactured, and did not consume, and 
from which to receive products that 
were not consumed in that country. 
What the country wants is a 


| healthy commerce between nations. I must, in 


conclusion, congratulate Paterson upon what 
she has done. I hope that ber prosperity and 
her industries will increase, and that she will 
find a profitable market for all she can make.

He said that the 
last year has been a very prosperous one for 
them. Their crops have been abundant. 
More. corn and wheat were produced this 
season than ever before in one year. All 
the people are well supplied with bread- 
stuffs. The Creeks have paid much attention 
to the improvement of the breed of 
stock in their country, and most of their 
cattle are now graded as high and bring as 
good prices in the market as do the cattle 
from the ranches of Colorado and Kansas.

is rapidly becoming an important industry 
among all the civilized tribes of the Indian 
Territory. This year the crop was a very fine 
one, and it is being sold for a good price.

ITALIAN GREENBACKS—SCHEME OF RESUMP- 
‘ TION. 


Rome, Dec. 9.—The Bureaus of the Cham- 
ber have commenced the discussion of the 
Government bill for the abolition of the 
forced paper currency. The bill is favorably 
received, but the necessity of important al- 
terations 1s recognized. 

[Before the scheme was made public to re- 
sume specie-payments, the Italian paper cur- 
rency was at a fluctuating discount of 10 to 
12 per cent; but since then it has rapidly ap- 
preciated in the prospect of redemption, and 
is now only 3 per cent below par. ] 

THE RESUMPTION SCHEME. 

The i rtance of this bill to Italy cannot 
be exaggerated. It is the broadest plank in 
Cairoli’s political platform. The paper cur- 
rency now issued by the Banca Nazionale, 
the Banco di Napoli, Banca Toscana, Banca 
Bomana, and Banco di Sicilia would on the 
ist of July, 1881, become an immediate State 
debt, the yearly assignment to the bank 
ceasing, and the rente given by the Govern- 
ment as guarantee of the united bank notes 
being withdrawn at the same time. The 
Government proposes further to contract a 
loan of 655,000,000 francs, of which at least 
500,000,000 [$100,000,000] are to be in gold, at 
arate of interest not exceeding 5 per cent, 
bésides procuring such sums as may eventual- 
ly prove needful to cash the bank notes. The 
Minister of Finance calculates that the inter- 
est of the new loan contracted for abolishing 
the forced paper currency will be fully com- 
pensated ‘by the saving of above 20,000,000 
a year paid at present for difference 
in the payment in gold by Italian bonds, 
and 30,000,000 which will be saved, thanks 
to a financial combination by which the 
State will inscribe in each year’s budget the 
60,000,000 francs due for pensions.

GOULD’S GREENHOUSE. 


A Costly Establishment Burned. 

New Yorks, Dec. 11.—The Evening Post 
says: Jay Gould’s conservatory at Islington, 
on the Hudson, was burned this morning. 
Loss said to be $100,000, 

The green-house was the largest in the 
country, and was filled with the rarest and 
most valuable plants. Many were imported 
at great expense, and some were not dupll- 
eated in the United States. The 
collection of tropical plants alone could 
not be equaled in this latitude. There 
were other plants that were brought here 
from all parts of the world, and the cost of 
importation alone was sufficient to maintain 
an average-sized green-house for years. 
The men were working up to 2 
this morning, under the direction of 
the head gardener. At 3 the night watch- 
man discovered the flames. He awakened 
the entire force of men, and they con- 
nected the fire apparatus, but the water was 
frozen, and their efforts were useless. The 
flames, fanned by a high wind, swept 
through the mammoth structure, licking 
up everything. In half an hour from 
the time the fire was first discovered 
the beautiful structure was a mass of 
ruins. The building was 480 feet long, and 
constructed in the Moorish style. The en- 
tire loss is $150,000, upon which there is no 
insurance. The Conservatory was only a 
little distance from the residence, which 18 
unharmed. Gould only purchased the prop- 
erty a little over a year ago, and paid about 
$350,000 for it. It is understood a more ele 
gant building will speedily replace the one 
just burned.

PIKE’S PEAK A VOLCANO. 


Fire, Smoke, Ashes, and Melted Lava 
Pouring from the Crater—The Signal 
Service Officer’s Story. 

Colorado Springs Gazette. 

The probability of a volcano existing in the 
Rocky Mountains has never entered the minds 
of our citizens. Conclusive evidence that such 
a thing does exist, and not very far from Col- 
orado Springs, has recently been fur- 
nished us by Sergeant O'Keeffe, of the

given us of this peculiar and newly-discovered 
phenomenon was reported last Saturday after- 
noon, and since that time a Gazette reporter, 
under the guidance of Sergeant O'Keeffe, vis- 
ited the scene of what proved to be one of the 
most wondrous discoveries ever brought to light 
in this region. Nearly all of the citizens of Col- 
orado Springs have seen or read of the crater 
which is located near the summit and 
just west of the peak. It has always 
been conceded by scientists that this 
self-same crater had in times gone by been the 
scene of a terrible eruption, as particles of lava 
had been discovered in the crevices of the rock 
adjoining it. Those who have investigated more 
closely the various formations which are pecul- 
iar to a volcanic mountain, generally have af- 
firmed that there are plenty ef evidences to 
show plainly that the rike’s Peak crater has in 
its centre a circular or cup-like opening through

O'Keeffe visited the crater, feeling confident that 
the sound heard the night previous had emanat- 
ed from source. hat was bis surprise, 
on looking down into the crater, to discover va- 
r curling up from the cup-like inclosure. This 
—— only prompted te turther con- 
tinue his researches, and, after two hours’ la- 
borious climbing, he found himself standing 
yards of the crater chimney. 
even at this distance, was 
very oppressive, and the ground about 
aim was covered with pulverized ashes and 
lava which had been emitted from wat he be- 
lieved to be an incipient volcano. O'Keeffe was 
lost in astonishment. The snow for a distance 
of halt a mile from the crater had entirely disap- 
erp This was all the more remarkable; as it 
ad 4 day previous deen several feet in 
depth. The Sergeant was very much astonished 
at the remarkable discovery thus brought to 
light, but he was not deceived by the calm. He 
was convinced that the absolute rer which 
the voicano then displayed would of short 
duration. Since the 20th of October but one 
eruption has occurred, and that was on the night 
of Nov. 7, when another one similar to t 
which occurred on the Wth, only more vio- 
lent, occurred. Sergt. O'Keeffe happened to 
be on the roof of the Signal Station on this 
occasion, and he portrays the majesty 
of the scene as the grandest that he has ever 
witnessed, not exvepting that of Vesuvius, seen 
by him in 1822, when be was a lad. This eruption 
7 with a tremendous burst, which shook 
Pike’s Peak to its very foundation, burl ‘into 
the air dense clouds of ashes and lava. ese 
explosions succeeded each other with rapidity 
and increased violence for about one hour, 
when the volcano seemed to enter into 
a profound sleep. During the eruption the 
clouds are strongly Mluminated by the reflection 
of the gio lava in the crater, giving the 
scene rance of a vast conflagration. 
This will account forthe peculiar light which 
has been noticed by the sbeep-herders on the 
piains east. of this city. Scientists give it as 
their opinion that the present upheayal will last 
about three months, after which the volcano 
will settie down to a state of comparative re- 
pose, only to burst with renewed vigor in about 
six years.

GALLERY AND STUDIO. 


Two Notable Water-Color Collections 
; ~—Minor Notes. 

There is now on exhibition at Haseltine’s Gal- 
lery a collection of water-colors from the studio 
of Mr. George Hitchcock, who some two or three 
years ago had for a short time atelier in this 
city, but who is now a resident o London, En- 
gland. During Mr. Hitchcock’s residence in this 
city he worked assiduously. He was possessed 
of the art idea and an unconquerabie desire to 
reproduce nature in all her moods. His efforts, 
though somewhat crude, exhibited an individ- 
uality ana a strength that only needed direction 
to ultimately land him among the benchers of 
the first rank. To obtain this desideratum, he 
one day closed his studio, packed his valise, and 
took his departure for London, where he hoped 
to profit by the examples of the masters of the 
English water-school. After obtaining. studio 
quarters, he became 3 diligent attendant 
at the National Academy. and devoted much 
time to the study of. English landscape and 
marine. The attention paid to detail,—the al-

BOGS KELLY'S OVERTHROW. 

The downfall of John Kelly, Boss of 
New York, marks an epech in the mu- 
nicipal history of that city similar to that 
caused in this eity a few years ago 
by the ending of the Colvin régime. 
Kelly was as honest personally as the only 
Mayor the People's party” ever had; and 
the followers of the Tammany Chieftain 
were individually no worse than those of 
the Boss Expressman. But the evil effects 
of a loose or corrupt |} government are 
far more serious in New’ York than in Chi- 
cago. The taxes annually raised in the for- 
mer city are nearly ten times what they are 
in Chicago, on less than thrice the popula- 
tion, and the offices to be filled are corre- 
spondingly more numerous and more extrav- 
agantly compensated, 

. Kelly’s fall is owing to a variety of reasons, 
lle has never been a skillful’ manager, but 
depended on bullying and coercion. He made | 
enemies recklesly and without sufficient 
reason. His war on Jim Bennett, of the 
New York Herald, little ag it may have con- 
tributed to his defeat, was exceedingly fool- 
ish and ill-timed. His-truculent attacks on 
Gov. Tilden and Gov. Robinson gained him 
the enmity of nearly the whole Democratic 
party of the State outside of the city; and, as 
Mayor Cooper was a Tilden man, his bolt at 
Syracuse may be set down as the remote 
cause of his ruin. Republicans rather en- 
couraged his treason to his own party, but, 
as a wise man would have known, they could 
have no permanent use for such as he in their 
party organization.

Morris Birkbeck was the son of a Quaker 
preacher of considerable repute, and in 1815 
was a prosperous tenant farmer, holding the 
hamlet of Wanborough, in Surrey, England. 
Ide was a widower, 52 years of age, with 
seven children, a scholar, a man of excellent 
reputation, and much given to scientific in- 
vestigation of the best and most profitable 
modes of farming.’ He anda friend consid- 
erably younger, George Flower by name, 
traveled through France, mostly on foot, and 
on their return Birkbeck published a book 
giving an account of their tour. In 1816 Ed- 
ward Coles, returning from a diplomatic mis- 
sion to Russia, met Birkbeck in London, and 
afterwards spent some time at Wanborough.. 
The acquaintance thus formed no doubt had 
its influence in the subsequent career of - 
Birkbeck, and it resylted in his appointment 
as Secretary of State of IIlinois d few years 
later, when Coles had become its Governor. 
The decade following the close of the 
French wars of the First Napoleon was one of 
great hardship among the farmers and me- 
chanics of England, and there was a migra- 
tion to America within those years such as 
had not been known since the first great 
English colonization of America two centu- 
ries before. Thousands upon thousands 
came, mostly by reason of the distress at 
home; but the emigration fever affected all 
classes, and many came from love of ad- 
vepture or to escape from unpleasant 
domestic entanglements at home. Among 
these last was George Flower, who came 
over in 1816 with a letter from Lafayette to 
Thomas Jefferson, in the neighborhood of

SEWER GAS. 

As it now begins to appear that some one 
has charge of what may be called the Depart- 
ment of Defective Sewerage, and that some- 
thing may be done, it is a matter of the high- 
est consequence that the work s&guld be 
done intelligently, thoroughly, and well, and 
that landlords and tenants, or house-pwners, 
on the one hand, and the Board of Public 
Works on the other, should join hands in a 
common effort to eradicate what has become 
a prolific source of disease, and what may in 
time, if it is not eradicated, breed an epi- 
demic of diphtheriaand fevers of a malignant 
kind, developed from sewer poison, Things 
have come to that pass that something more 
thay the operations of the Board of Health 
are needed. It is well enough upon the score 
of decency and cleanliness to remove gar- 
bage and ashes from alleys, and cartaway dead 
animals, and keep oytside premises clean; 
but this amounts to nothing as compared 
with the poison, disease, and death that lurk 
in the depths of the great underground rivers 
of filth. The poisonous emanations from the 
sewers, however, can be prevented by three 
very simple precautions, which, if observed, 
will almost entirely remove any possibility of 
danger. First, the street-sewers should be 
thoroughly ventilated with man-holes which 
will give vents for the polsonous gases, which 
are frequently forced back by any rise in the 
sewer currents, or by strong winds forcing % 
the discharges back through the mouths of 
the sewer openings, or from collections and 
deposits which form more or Jess in the sew- 
ers owing to the sluggishness of the current 
in them. If the sewers are properly pro- 
tected by these man-holes, the gases will 
find their way inte the open.air and be dis- 
persed. It sometimes happens, however, 
that the man-holes get clogged up, especially 
in winter, and may not work as they 
sHould, in which case, and for safety 
in any case, traps. should be constructed in 
the lateral drains, between the house and the 
street, which, while they willopen to admit 
the house refuse into the main sewer, will 
close against the air and gases that may be 
forced in that direction. These two precau- 
tions, having been adopted, will banish all 
emanations from without and give easy and 
effective outlets for the gases that are now 
periodically forced back into houses. A 
third precaution will prevent any possibility’ 
of emanations from within that may arise 
from defective plumbing or other causes, and 
that is the erection of ipe from the 
house drain, tapping water-closet and 
Other outlets, and running through the 
kitchen chimney—which is the best avenue 
because it is always warm—to the open air 
above, which will convey all foul air and 
gases from the house and keep the 
premises sweet and clean, With these 
me — well-ventilated street

PRIVATE LIFE AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

Whether or not a public man is entitled to 
any privacy in personal or domestic affairs 
is a question which seems to have been raised 
by American practice during late years 
of expoging to public gaze all the intimate 
relations of life. The license of the gossiper 
was formerly confined to the drawing-roem 
and the dinner-table, and the printer only 
became a purveyor of priv affairs long 
after the decease of the victim. But the 
peculiar enterprise of a certain class of 
American newspaper-men has penetrated 
the inner circles of home life, and nothing 
seems to be any longer sacred from vulgar 
eurlosity. In this condition of things, which 
is tolerated if not encouraged by society, it 
may be expected at least that the private 
affairs of the publie character shall be re- 
vealed with some degree of truthfulness and 
fairness; but this rule is more frequently 
broken than observed. The President of the 
United States, whose position occupies a 
larger space in the public mind than that of 
any other person, has reason to complain not 
merely of bemg the subject of impertinent 
gossip, but also the victim of malice in cur- 
rent newspaper comment. 

The latest item about President Hayés 
which hag been going the rounds of the 
newspapers, and probably read and believed 
by the great majority of people, is to the 
effeet that he will go out of office with the 
good round sum of $150,000 in hard cash, 
representing the net savings of his four 
years’ term, This morsel of gossip is put 
forth with the purpose of impressing the 
public with the belief that Mr. Hayes has re- 
warded the Presidential office chiefly as a 
personal emolument, and that he and his 
family have been parsimonious in their 
courtesies at the White House. Indeed, 
such an explanation has been more than 
hinted at by many of the newspapers which 
have given circulation to the story of 
fabulous savings at the Executive Mansion 
during the present Administration. There 
are the best reasons for believing that the 
estimate of the President’s private savings is 
grossly exaggerated, and that the inferences 
drawn therefrom are entirely unwarranted. 

Perhaps a frahk statement of the Presi- 
dent’s private affairs, so far as there is the 
smallest propriety in inquiring into them, 
may be idle best way to remove the false and 
| disagreeable impression that has been created. 
It will be remembered that when a pressure 
was made upon Mr. Hayes five years ago to 
make the race for Governor in his State he 
was at first very positive in his refusal to be 
a candidate. The reason for his disinclina- 
tion to reänter public life at that time was 
gue to the conviction that it was his first duty 
to attend to his own private affairs. He and 
his uncle had engaged in certain real-estate 
transactions, and the depreciation in the value 
of property after the panic had seriously em- 
barrassed him, This embarrassment was in- 
-ereased by the death of his uncle, who be- 
queathed to Mr. Hayes the entire burden of 
their joint indebtedness, and in addition 
thereto the duty of paying off a large num- 
ber of cash bequests, amounting in all to 
about $65,000. This was a hard load to 
carry. Nevertheless Mr. Hayes finally 
yielded to the importunities of the party 
managers in Ohio, and consented to run for 
Governor upon the representation that he was 
the only man at that critical time with whom 
the Republicans could confidently hope to 


and there was an English settlement in the 
neighborhood of Prineeton, Gibson County, 
Ind., where Birkbeck and Flower made their 
headquarters for that summer.

They tried to get 
from Congress special terms as to payment 
for land, to the end that they might secure a 
very extensive domain, and so shut out spec- 
ulators; but, failing in that, bought all they 
could afford on the usual terms, and held it 
for immigrants at a slightly advanced price, 
They built a cabin, which Birkbeck, with 
one of his sons, oecupied. Flower had in 
the meantime married a young lady who 
came over with the Misses Birkbeck, and out 
of this marriage grew an estrangement 
between the two men, the story of 
which is too long to tell here. 
In the autumn Flower returned to 
England, taking with him in duplicate the 
manuscript of Birkbeck's Notes on a Jour- 
ney in America from the Coast of Virginia 
to the Territory of IIlinols,“ which was im- 
mediately published in Philadelphia and 
London. After their parting at Princeton.

This strikes at the very root of the trouble, 
but it is not any more creditable to the Ger- 
man people on that aceount, especially when 
out of the 42,000,000 inhabitauts in Germany 
it is taken into account that the Jews num- 
ber but 550,000, or a little more than half a 
million, er 1 per cent. It asserts, what is 
very likely the fact, that th@ shrewd, active, 
cunning, and enterprising Jew ahead of 
the slower and phlegmatic German in the 
race of moriey-making, and it explains why, 
but it does not justify the persecution, which 
is as unjust as the prejudice that has always 
obtained against him. Whatever results 
they achieve are achieved legitimately, and 
whatever money they possess they earn, and 
the prejudice against them on the part of the 
people is simply based upon the fact that they 
are prosperous,—a prejudice very much akin 
to that of the Communist against the capi- 
talist, 

How bitter this prejudice is is shown in the 
petinon which the Anti-Semitiec League” 
presented to ‘the Government.

They now call the road the Manitoba sys- 
tem. ‘They are now building five new 
branches, and the road promises to branch 
around generally in Minnesota, Dakota, and 
Manitoba, as the St. Paul, Northwestern, and 
Chi „Burlington & Quincy branch around 
over the great North and Southwest. 

The St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
(the Manitoba system) is building more miles 
of road than any other railroad in the coun- 
try to-day. The system is spending $2.000,- 

on improvements in Minneapolis, and 
Richard B. Angus, the General Manager of 
the Bank of Montreal, has moved to Minne- 
apolis to look after his great interests. I 
talked with these gentlemen in St. Paul. 
They are all looking for an Eastern outlet 
for their system without dropp down to 
Chicago. Chicago might as well look this 
matter in the face now. These rich Can- 
adians say they will not rest till gg ta 
road straight from — 1 & St. Paul 
to Sault Ste.

WESTERN INDIANA. 

The case of the Chicago & Western In- 
diana Railroad Company against the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, came up before Judge Drummond 
Saturday qp a motion to docket the case on 
change of venue. The bill was filed before 
Judge Jameson to prevent the Lake Shore 
Road from interfering with the Western In- 
diana in its efforts to come into the city, and 


a temporary injunction was granted, The“ 


Judge recently refused to allow the case to 
be transferred to the Federal Courts, holding 
that the Lake Shore Road was an Illinois 
corporation, so that no transfer could be had. 
The defendants -then made an application 
direct to Judge Drummond for a transfer, 
under the law of 1875. Messrs. C. B. and C. 
H. Lawrence 7 fox the Western In- 
diana, and J. L. h. C. D. Rays, and G. W. 
Kretzinger for the Lake Shore. 

The Judge, after listening to he argu- 
ments, said there was a rather novel point 
involved.

Ties and 
poles are offered at a certain price, and bills 
checked O. K. and then the firm gives them a 
rebate at rates agreed upon.” e railway 


official to whom the above letter was ad- 


dressed says if the facts are as related in the 
above communication, the writer should bear 
in mind that an irreparable injury might be 
inflicted upon innocent persons by such 
course as he is pursuing. If the man pond 
likes fair dealing, and desires to correct suc 

a crying evil as that complained of, it would 
be his duty to go directly to the managers of 


the roads whose agents he knows or has 


suspicion of being guilty of bribery and 
corruption, as set fort in the above 
letter, lay the facts before 
them in a straightforward manner, 
and they Would not only treat the revela- 
tions with co ence,but regard the infor- 
mation as valtlable to them, and would do 
their best to correct the abuses complained 
of. Itis the railroad companies that are 
swindled by such unfaithful servants, and 
not the ties that sell the goods, for the 
latter will charge enough to leave them a 
fair margin of profit after deducting. the 
amounts given to the agents for their patron- 
age. A merchant who means to do a square, 
honest business ought not to allow himself 
to be blackmailed in sach manner as set forth 
in the above letter, but should report the 
offenders to their superior officers, the 
abuse could be corrected. Merchants who 
submit to such a thing as that are as bad as 
the Purchasi Agent who accepts or de- 
mands a bribe for giving them the custom of 
the road he represents.

and whether they intended to enter te Indian 
Territory in the face of the President's proc- 
lamation and military resistance. Maj. 
Maidt repiied that the settlers were thor- 
oughly organized and equipped in military 
form, and he would assemble their company 
officers for consultation. Captains of 
the eight companies were accordingly sum- 
moned ‘to headquarters, and. unanimously 
éxpressed their intention of moving inte 
the public lands of Oklahoma at any hazard, 
unless forbidaen by Congress. 

This ended the con ce, and the settlers 
and troops at once broke camp, and resumed 
their march along the Territory line, reaching 
Hunnewell about 30’clock p. m. It is proba- 
ble that the settlers will remain in their 
present camp until Monday. Arrangements 
have been made fer religious service to- 
morrow, conducted by the colony chaplain.

As to the Ordering Off of Sale of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Tickets Via

The One Issuc Of, and the New Issue by the New 
f. 


Route Oa, In No Time—What the G. F. 
Agents Have to Say About It. 


The Baltimore & Ohio's lightning express, 
direct from New York, arrived yesterday 
morning but afew moments late, showing 
that the obstacles thrown in the way of the 
road in passing through Philadelphia have 
practically been overcome. As that portion 
of the track upon which so much delay has 
been occasioned by alLsorts of expedients is 
included within the decision making it a 
joint track, it is probable that the intimations 
of the Court were such as to lead to a cessa- 
tion of the hindrances and thus escape a case 
of contempt. There appears to still exist 
considerable misunderstanding as to the sale 
of Baltimore & Ohio tickets on the line of 
the Western routes out of this city. The cir- 
culars and special and other dispatches which 
have been sent here and published during 


the week have been such as would naturally 
lead to aconfusion in the minds of the trav- 
eling public. Just what right rival lines had 
to order off of sale the Baltimore & Ohio 
tickets on Western lines is not quite evident 
and not generally understood in this eity or 
throughout the West. Under the old order 
of things, when the passenger via the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad to New York had to 
change into Pennsylvania cars, the various 
roads forming connection with Baltimore 
& Ohio issued their Baltimore & Ohio tickets 
with coupon att&ched, which was taken up 
by the Pennsylvania It was this 
coupon which was ordered off of sale, or 
rather circulars were sent out stat- 
that they would not be honored 
for passage over the Pennsylvania Road. 
This, however, could not stop the sale of 
Baltimore & Ohio tickets, as the Western 
lines, being entirely neutral and naturally de- 
siring to control all the business they could 
from the four trunk lines, would not favor 
any one road at the expense of another. This 
being the case, orders were immediate! 
issued to ticket agents to make Baltimore 
Ohio tickets to New York read via the Balti- 
more & Ohio’s new line instead of the Penn- 
Sylvania, as before the Baltimore & Ohio had 
opened to New York. Immediately follow- 
ing this, the different roads centering in this 
city at once ordered new issues of tickets 
expressly for the new line, covering, as a 
matter of course, all intermediate as weil 
as terminal points. The persistent manner 
in which the fact of the tickets being ordered 
off of sale has been kept before the public 
and the various forms in which the story has 
been told, is unquestionably the efforts of a 
rival line to embarrass the business of the 
new line, and, asa matter of fact, the in- 
uiries as to whether the Baltimore & Ohio 
Uroad really had any tickets on sale at all 
have been quite frequent. In order to ascer- 
tain from the General Passenger Agents 
direct, as to the issuing of the new tiekets, 
calls were made yesterday at the passenger 
departments of the different Western fines. 
fr. St. John, of the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific, stated that he had as a matter 
of course followed the Pennsylvania’s in- 
structions as to the taking off of its 
issue of tickets over the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railway between Philadelphia and New 
York, and immediately afterwards he had 
acted upon the request of Mr. Lord, Gen- 
eral Passenger-Agent of the Baltimore & 
Ohio, to make the tickets of that road good 
over its new line between the cities named. 
This left matters 488 nearly as they 
were, and Baltimore & Ohio tickets were on 
sale as they always have been over the 
Rock Island route. Mr. St. John further 
stated that the new issue of tickets for the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad were printed 
and have been sent out to all stations on the 
line of the road, and that, owing to this issue 
being exclusively for the Baltimore & Ohio, 
and as regarded through business from 
Chicago east, the representation was ver 
much larger than the road ha 
ever before had on the Rock Island. 
Dropping in at the office of Mr. Woods, of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, he stated 
that the tickets of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Road had not been at any time taken off of 
sale on his line, although, pursuant to the 
request of the Pennsylvania Company, he 
had taken off its issue of tickets in connec- 
tion. with the Baltimore & Ohio and in- 
structed his agents to sell all Baltimore & 
Ohio tickets via the new line between Phila- 
delphia and New York. Mr. Woods’ clerks 
at the time were busily engaged in sending 
out the Baltimore & Ohio’s new issue of 
tickets, and all of them will be in the hands 
of nts before Monday morning. Mr. 
Chariton, General Passenger Agent of the 
Chicago * Alton, was found at his office, and, 
in response to the question as 
to the ticket situation on his road, 
said that he had prompsly followed the in- 
structions of both r. Farmer, of the 
Pennsylvania Road, and Mr. Lord, of the 
Baltimore & Ohio; that he had ordered off of 
sale the Pennsylvania issue of the Baltimore 
& Ohio tiexets between Philadelphia 
and New York, and had immediately there- 
after, in compliance with Mr. Lord’s request, 
instructed his agents to sell Baltimore & 
Ohio tickets via its new line from Phil- 
adelphia to New York. As regards the new 
issue of Baltimore & Ohio tickets, Mr.

No important stock except Western Union 
showed weakness. It declined from 8 to 81. 
closing with a recovery of only , at 81%. The 
stock of American Union, the rival company, 
began to be active for the first time since the 
present dealin telegraph stocks commenced. 
Itadvanced ona few transactions from 68 to 
68%. This Company has a force of 1,000 men at 
work between Chicago and New York, and when 
the dozen wires they are putting up have 
reached this city, war will be begun 
in earnest. Those -who consider them- 
selves well-informed believe that Vander- 
bilt has sold out a large part, if not 
all, of his stock, and has taken off his coat for a 
fight, perfectly content that some one else 
should own the shock meanwhile. The theory 
of the street is that Western Union and Ameri- 
can Union will meet in price, and that money 
is to be made by setling the one short and buy- 
ing the other.

The real manipulation ef the money market 
in New York, according to the Public, has been 
in making a really close market look easy, and 
in kindling anew the flames of speculation. But 
it is as well to understand that purchases of 
13,000,000 bushels of grain and 95,000 barrels of 
flour, costing about $15,000,000; of 1,126,650 bales 
of cotton, costing about $59.00 per bale, or 
$66,472,000; of railroad bonds amounting to 
$15,000,000; and of stocks vaiued last week at 
$202,437,000, cannot be made in a single week, 
besides transacting all the other business of a 
great city, the chief commercial and monetary 
centre of the continent, with only $66,571,300 
cash in all the banks. Exchanges of $1,155,000,- 
000 require more than 6 per cent of cash in sight, 
in order to make things move smoothly. 

Government bonds were quiet. In Chicago, 
District of Columbia 3.658 were 100% and 
101%; the United States 4s, 112% and 113; 
the 4448 were 111% and 111%; the 5s, 101% and 
101%; and the 6s, 104% and 104%. At the close 
the 4s and 4%s were u higher.

NEW YORK. 
The New York Real-Estate Record says 
that a very large number of the wealthy 
finential men of California are taking 
up residences in New York, to avoid the ex- 
tremely heavy taxation meted out by the new 
and quite extraordinary Constitution of the 
former State. Several wealthy men, after 
having paid a general tax of 50 per cent high- 
er than in most. other States in the Union, 
had to submit to a special tax also of great 
magnitude. Among those to leave California 
are Mr. D. O. Mills, a millionaire, and Mr. 
Crocker, who is the largest taxpayer of San 
Francisco, having paid tax on $19,000,000 
there. He considers the tax imposed upon 
him in California unwarranted, and regards 
the laws in that State as they now exist 
unprecedented and unreasonable. The 
special tax levied upon him last year was 
over $500,000, both on his personal and real 
estate, and the result is that though, as yet, 
he only makes his headquarters in one of the 
up-town hotels of New York, he will ere 
long be known as the owner and occupant of 
one of the grandest private mansions on one 
of the city’s leading avenues.

IS HE SHORT? 


Unpleasant Rumors in Regard to Mr. 

Henry Enderis. 
The charge is made that Mr. Henry En- 
deris, who was for some time Swiss Consul 
and conducted a flourishing book and pub- 
lishing business at the corner of Clark and 
Lake streets, is short in his accounts. As 
Swiss Consul, Mr. Enderis was in the habit 
of holding considerable sums of money, either 
belonging to Swiss people living in this coun- 
try who had Inherited something from rel- 
atives who died abroad, or for persons 
living in Switzerland who had in- 
herited money from persons dy in this 
country. These amounts were often con- 
siderable pos on large, in one instance at 
least, as $15 or $20, The assertion is 
made r. Enderis has in his hands these 
collections to a large amount, perhaps as 
high as $15,000, and that he is unable to turn 
them over to the parties to whom they right- 
~— belong. 

r. Enderis, who went into bankruptcy 
some time ago, remained as Consul for 
a short time aiter his failure, and it is alleged 
that many of these collections which have not 
been accounted for were made subsequent to 
thattime. One of the cases mentioned is 
that of three boys named Roethlisberger 
whose uncle died in Switzerland abou 
a year ago. It is said that he 
also owes $1,500 toa French Swiss living in 
Kankakee, and $2,000 to still another coun- 
tryman. r. Enderis, who should be best 
able to give information on these points, is 
unfortunately out of town. He left week 
before last, stating to hisclerk that he should 
send in a statement of his trust-funds. That, 
however, has not been received, but the 
clerk is wurking on the books and expects 
that by Monday he will be able to give some 
trustworthy figures. 

Mr. Enderis, who worked himself up from 
the proprietor of a small bookstore on the 
Vest Side to the head of a 
establishment, has always enjoyed a good 
reputation, and is friends are yet 
unwilling to believe that he has been guilty 
of any offense. He is represented by Mr. 
Theodore Schintz, who declines to say any- 
thing on the subject. Some of the other par- 
ties are represented by a Mr. Thompson, 
who says that the suspicions of the persons 
for whom he acts were aroused about six 
weeks ago. He has been unable to find Mr. 
Enderis, although he has searched for him 
assiduously. 

Not long after the failure, Mr. Enderis was 
found very sick at the Revere House under 
circumstances which might, had he been out 
of his mind, have indicated attempted 
suicide. Only a short time ago it was re- 
posses that, while stopping at,a Milwaukee 

otel, he was nearly suffocated from having 
blown out the gas in his room. It was pos- 
sible, therefore, that mental rather than 
pecuniary troubles may have something to 
do with his alleged failure to settle.

PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 


Lecture by Dr. J. 8. Jewell. 

At the meeting of the Philosophical Soviety 
last evening Dr. J. 8. Jewell read a paper on 
“The Influence of Our Present Civilization on 
the Production of Nervous and Mental Dis- 
eases.”” The lecturer first of all defined the 
scope of his subject, showing that the phrase 
“nervous and mental disease must be taken 
in a wider sense than is customarily given to it. 
He then expressed a decided belief that nervous 
and mental diseases are relatively, as well as 
actually, increased as one of the necessary con- 
sequences of an advanced civilization.

This implies the capacity for a greater range 
and acuteness of pleasure, and side by side with 
this a greater range and variety of suffering, 
and, hence, greater susceptibility in various 
ways to disease. Passing from this phase of his 
subject, the lecturer next pointed out the bad 
effects on the nervous system of various intel- 
lectual and physical occupations, especially 
characteristic of a high as comp with a low 
state of civilization. He selected, as the first 
example under this head, the educational insti- 
tutions ot the country, from the common schoois 
up to our universities. He all that, as they 
are conducted at present,a large number of 
those in attendance are systematically exhausted 
or in various ways become the subjects of nerv- 
vous and mental disorders, as the result of over- 
taxing during student life. While he admitted 
that the majority pass apparently unharmed 
through their educational course, he yet 
contended, as a matter of fact, that, 
on account of too prolonged courses 
of study, confinement for too many hours a 
d in ill-ventilated and imperfectiy-heated 
school- rooms, and the practice of studying late 
at night,—in these and other ways, avast num- 
ber of young persons annually become affected 

th nervous and mental disorders as the plain 
outcome of ill-regulated study. 

The lecturer next directed attention to the I- 
effects resulting from overwork by professional 
men, which, he affirmed, was relatively more 
common in the present advanced as compared 
with a more primitive form of civilization. The 
standards of attainments were said to be higher, 
and difficulties in the way of professional suc- 
cess, and the rewards of professional labor 80 
much greater, in the present as compared with 
eari@r times, as to lead vast numbers to over- 
wort, and thus experience its many fold ill-re- 
sults. What is true for the professions is de- 
clared to be true also for those who have the 
control and bear the responsibilities of large 
commercial and financial concerns. The lect- 
urer said it was no wonder that with the in- 
centives to and effect of overwork among our 
business men there is so much to be seen 
in the way of exhausted and shattered nervous 
ystems. He said it is not so much work, 4 — 
haps, as worry that tells upon the heaith o 
nervous system. He cited the enormous — 
crease in speculation, which, he said, had ex- 
tended to every form of business, and that 
even the churches had not escaped its influence. 
It included all ranks and conditions in society.

Bill Prepared by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Council. 

The Judiciary Committee of the City Council 
met yesterday afternoon and disposed of the 
proposition to sell the Lake-Front property to 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company by adopt- 
ing the following resolution:

of Chicago to sel and convey so much of the 
latter as lies east of Michigan avenue and south 
of the south line of Randolph street for the 
erection thereon of a railroad passenger depot. 

They agreed to report this resolution to the 
Council to-morrow evening, supplemented by a 
concise history of the property in question, 
which Ald.

If the Council adopts the resolution the Mayor 
will start for Washington immediately to secure 
the passage of the above bill, Which, it is under- 
stood, is entirely satisfactory to the railroad au- 
thorities, as is also the resolution. President 
Ackerman will accompany him, and so will 
some of the interested property-holders in the 
vicinity, and if there are no unnecessary delays 
it is hoped to have everything in readiness for 
the consummation of the sale in a few weeks, 
and to commence the building of the new depot 
early in the spring. 

In its report to the Council the Committee will 
make no recommendations as to the pending or- 
dinances in reference to the proposed sale. In 
fact, the disposition seems to be to let all of the 
details alone until the city has acquired the 
right to sell the property,—or such is the 
feeli the Committee. —to Which 
the railroad people do not object, believing as 
they do that the city is not inclined to take any 
undue advantages of them. The detaiis of the 
sale, however, when reached, even if the rest of 
the program is carried through, will consutne 
much time: They involve the fixing of the pur- 
chase price, the adjusti of the 
riparian rights,—about which there has already 
been a great difference of opinion,—and various 
minor matters. The Railroad Company, how- 
ever, is understood to be willing to make its 
proportion of the concessions in the deal, and to 
have already tacitly consented to surrender any 
rights it may have q acquire to the submerged 
lands between Monroe street and Park row, pro- 
vided the city doos the same thing with the three 
blocks north of Monroe street. 6

Neander. in his“ History of the Christian 
Religion and the Church,” Vol. 2, page 675, 
says: The doctrine of eternal punishment 
continued, as in the preceding period, to be 
dominant in the creed of the Church.” The 
period of which he is speak is from 312 to 
590 A. D. The p period is from the 
founding of Christianity to the end of the 
Dioclesian persecution, or the year 312.

The writer 
of the article entitled Future Punish- 
ment” says: “In the Ancient Church the 
Alexandrian theologians were the first to 
teach that there could be an end to the pun- 
ishments of Hell.“ 1. 

According to them, discipline and reforma- 
tion were

quotes from Clement and from Origen utter- 
ances in favor of restorationalism 
2 — like some of the utterances we naw 
hear from modern lips, and suggest a doubt 
whether after all there is anything new un- 
der the sun, and whether or not much of the 
new light that comesto some men now in 
favor of final restoration isnotin fact kindled 
by striking their flints upon the old Alexan- 
drian grindstone. 

The writer further says:. “In opposition 
to these the doctrine of eternity of future 
punishment was affirmed by other equall 
distinguished teachers—e. g., Basil, John o 
Constantinople —2 Greeks, 
among the Latins by “eons, Augus- 
tine, and others. „ The doctrine of 
Origen was condemned by the fourth coun- 
cil of Carthage (58, A. D.), and afterwards 
by many councils, and the doctrine of the 
eternity of future 2 1 was estab- 
lished as the faith of the Church.” 

Thus we see from this survey that the doc- 
trine of “endless future punishment” has 
been steadily held and maintained by the 
great majority of the Church from the begin- 
ning until now. It has perhaps never been 
universally received; there were Saducees in 
the Jewish Church who denied it, as in fact 
they denied all future existence, and re

As to Dr. Peeke’s statement, I am con- 
strained in charity to believe he is not cor- 
rectly reported. Surely no clergyman with 
any pretension to scholarship would aflirm 
that “the church of the first three or four 
centuries never presented the idea of eternal 
punishment, and it was not until the six- 
teenth century that the doctrine was promul- 


Surely it the Doctor has seen how he was 
misrepresented by areporter on a question of 
history he would long ago have corrected 
the false impression which, with the weight 
of his name, has been made. 

As to the statement of Dr. Thomas, it is 
more guarded, yet the impression it gives 
that orthodoxy on this — was in the 
minority one to five—is wholly wrong. One 
man only taught Annihilation—Arnobius; 
one school only taught Restorationism,—the 
Alexandrian,—although it is true that in the 
East 4 for 11 —— — * — ae was 
popular wi severa eologians: 
also, a number of distinguished 
Greek Fathers advocated the orthodox doc- 
trine, and after the division of the Church 
into two. great branches, the Western and 
the Eastern, the latter, or Greek Church, 
adopted the Athanasian creed, which has in 
it aformal statement of the doctrine of end- 
less punishment. 

Surely, however we may differ in our 
views of doctrine, there ought to be no sub- 
stantial difference among scholars on mat- 
ters of fact, on questions of history. None 
of us believe that the doctrine rests upon the 
opinion of the Fathers; yet if men were to 
believe from careless statements of those 
who are supposed to know, that the doctrine 
in question is a sort of modern invention, a 
wer of priest-craft, rather than a truth 
that has been aecepted for eighteen centuries 
as the revelation of Christ, it would go far 
with many towards destroying their faith in 
either the honesty or the competency of their 
religious ee, if not their faith in the 
Word of God itself.

The most discouraging aspect of the pres- 
ent time is that which is seen in the varied 
yet combined forces of evil which are per- 
petually at work in our mos} civilized Chris- 
tian society. Every effort which good men 
are making, or can make to reclaim and 
save society in the educatim of the young 
and the reformation of the vicious is at every

The Church of Christ has now, as it has al- 
ways had from the beginning,.a ceaseless 
and uncompromising battle against these 
forces of evil. But there can be no doubt 
that with the advancement of our Christian 
civilization under the influence of ‘Gospel 
truth, the agencies of evil so far from giving 
way are only intensified and multiplied. 
Ungodly men to-day are as much opposed to 
the Gospel as they ever were; and the God 
of this world, who is the prime source of the 
opposition, is certainly not less opposed than 
he was at the beginning of the war.

Why have they 
not succeeded ? y have they not even ar- 
rested the onward march of this great de- 
stroyer? In the face of all the arguments 
and all the appeals from earth and heaven, 
why have its victims only increased, its pow- 
ers of destruction NN become stronger and 
more multiplied? It is simply because self- 
ish and unprincipled men, impelled by the 
love of 8 and backed by the money power 
created 3 unlawful gain, have b to- 
gether in leagued opposition to the virtuous 
sentiment of the Christian public, and deter- 
mined that the liquor traffic in all its hld- 
eous proportions and iniquities shall be sus- 
tained,—yes, sustained, though it trample in 
the dust the sacred day of rest and worship 
and with it every law of God! For this end 
the Christian sentiment of every town and 
city in the land has been openly defied: For 
this end Sabbath laws have been repealed or 
nullified and ignored in almost all our great 
cities, and the whole legislation in many of 
our States has been so changed as to indorse 
and legalize this fearful iniquity. Thus the 
supreme authority, instead of throwing its 
shield of protection around the young and 
unwary, and I the highest public 
weal, has become, in Chicago and other great 
cities, what the Bible calls a “throne of in- 
iquity which frameth mischief by a law”; 
and thus the law, which the judicious Hook- 
er sabeautifully called “the voice of God” 
and the harmony ofthe world,” has grown 
to de with us the discord of society, the 
—— of violence, and the prolific parent of 
crime. 

Is this the language of metaphor and ex- 
aggeration? It is the language of soberness 
and truth: and we defy any man to deny it 
who will follow the victims of drunkenness 
from their places of carousal and debanchery 
in thousands of licensed Sunday saloons to 
their once happy homes, now blasted and 
ruined with a dread harvest of wo and de- 
spair, of which those saloons have sowéd the 
seed. It requires no voice of prophecy and 
no index-finger of the future to int out 
the places where this kind of seed has been 
long sewing, and where this kind of harvest 
is already reaping. Some men's sins, says 
the Bible, “are open beforehand, and go be- 
fore to the judgment.” The friends and 
abettors, not less than the victims of the 
liquor-traffic, should consider this. There is 
a higher law which is not repealed, and can- 
not be always evaded; andit is as much ‘a 
law of nature as itis of the Bible. St. Paul 
has stated it: Be not deceived, God is not 
mocked, for whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap.”’ 

Another tremendous engine of evil eon- 
stantly at work in our great cities, and send- 
ing its deteriorating influence far and wide 
over the land, is the theatre, especially the 
Sunday theatre. It isclaimed by some of 
its admirers that the theatre is an educator 
of the people. Unquestionably itis a most 

tential‘educator. Probably its direct and 
ndirect -influences, especially upon the 
minds of the young and the less edu- 
cated classes, is not much inferior to 
those of the pulpit or the press. But then it 
is an education which at best is wholly eu- 
lar, and often extremely vicious. It is o 

to everything like spirituality and god- 
ness. It is opposed in its whole influence 
to Christianity and the Church. Its influence 
perpetually counteracts all the lessons and 
teachings of the Church, the Sabbath-school, 
and the Bible; and so strong is that tendency 
that wherever men and women, boys 
girls, come fully under it, from the 
habit of constant theatre-going, Sey cease 
to attend the Church, or read the Bible, or 
respect the Sabbath. There maybe a few 
exceptional cases, but as for the whole class 
of theatre I actors, and habitual at- 
tendants, what do they care for those sacred 
things? So fax as they are concerned, the 
Caurch, the Bible; gnd Christianity might 
become extinct. ir whole education and 
training are for this Id glone, and they 
have little use for re except to pointa 
moral or adorn a tale’ The very fact that in

‘THE RIVALS.” 

Some little irritation seems to have been 
felt at our protest against the mutilation by 
Mr. Jefferson of Mr. Sheridan’s classical 
comedy, The Rivals.“ We are afraid that 
those who are dissatisfied with our protest 
do not exactly understand’ the motives 
whence it sprung. The tendency of the 
American stage since it has run into the 
combination system has been, and is now, 
anything for money or personal aggrandize- 
ment—very little for art. Had Mr. John A. 
Stevens, of “Unknown” celebrity, under- 
taken to mar the Hamlet ” of Shakspeare, 
or “The School for Scandal” of Sheridan 
as Mr. Jefferson has marred the latter 
author's comedy of The Rivals,” no word 
of protest would have issued from us; but 
Mr. Jefferson. occupies the position of the 
leading and most refined comedian in 
America. Itis not our purpose to contest 
whether he fully fills that position. 
Suffice it to say he has it, and when one so 
highly placed becomes an iconoclast in lieu 
of a defender of that which, is best in our 
dramatic literature he sounds a note of 
alarm to every critic interested in the real 
welfare of the drama and anxious to see its 
higher uses preserved in the theatre, 

A comedy of Sheridan’s is not simply a 
great work of literary art. It is not merely a 
play as a play is now looked upon by many 
peopile,—merely something to entertain an 
audience for: an hour or two. A work by 
Sheridan is something more than that. It is a 
historical document, recording the manners, 
feelings, and the state of society in one of the 
most interesting periods of our race. It is 
not only a historical document, but itis a 
biographical document, for it illustrates the 
mode of mind—the social philosophy—of one 
of the greatest political orators that 
England has produced. The mutilator 
of such a work is therefore thrice 
guilty, and he betrays a lack of understand- 
ing of the very work he pretends to present 
to the public. If the stage is to have no other 
use than to afford a guffaw in comedy or to 
rouse a thrill of horror in tragedy, why then 
Mr. Jefferson is perfectly entitled to reduce 
“The Rivals” to the compass of “The 
Spectre Bridegroom,” and to makeof the 
fear and terror of Bob Acres something like 
a counterpart of that of Diggory; but we be- 


lieve that the stage is something more than a 
Show-shop, and it is in its interest that we 
protest against the mutilation of works of 
such value, either to fit a starring 1 
and limit its traveling expenses over our rail- 
roads or to throw out only one character 
among many for the gratificationof any 
single actor. Weask those who approve of 
such vandalism whether they believe the 
Wallack or his father would 

ave so presented this work of Sheridan 
to a New York audience? The gulf between 
the intelligence of the better class of play- 
—.— in New York and Chicago is far from 

ing as wide as some of our traveling stars 
and combinations contemptuously seem to 
thinkit. Although * some years. indeed 
for very many years, Mr. Jefferson has not 
been identified with the legitimate or classic 
comedy of our language, having confined 


Rip Van Winkle.“ yet there was a time, 
before he struck that popular and money- 
making play, when he was considered one of 
the chief pillars of classic comedy that Amer- 
ica could boast. Andit is for this reason 
that we should like to have him, when he 


presents such comedies, forget for a moment 


the box-office, and remember his old pride as 
an exponent of that which is worthiest in 
dramatic literature. 

Thus, our protest having been entered 
against what we think is a mutilation of the 
pars, the scope and aim, of .Sheridan’s 
work, we may say a word or two in regard 
to what Mr. Jefferson has really given us. 
You may take a diamond, break it into little 
pieces, and yet each particle will remain a 
diamond as brilliant and as precious as ever. 
So itis with “The Rivals.” Mr. Jefferson 
has cut out five characters; he has condensed 
the five acts to three, he has reduced the 
part of Lydia Languish to a span, he has 
eliminated the sentiment, which, as we in a 
previous notice remarked, served to relieve 
the comedy of the great wit. Faulkland is 
now a mere nonentity. He is brought on in 
two scenes merely to act as a feeder tor Bob 
Acres, and Bob Aeres has been elaborated, 
often very cleverly it must be admitted, 
for the purpose of making what 
was merely an incident in the comedy 
a star part. Mr. Jefferson has also here and 


of Acres by Sheridan, and made him utter 
phrases sometimes of such a modern char- 
acter as to be a little out of keeping with the 
spirit of the play and the dialog of the other 
characters. Mrs. Malaprop, Capt. Absolute, 
Sir Anthony, Sir Lucius, David, Fug, and 
Lucy are there, and their individuality has 
been preserved. ' 

Mr. Jefferson’s version is certainly a most 
entertaining play, but it required no particu- 
lar ability, with such material at hand, to 
turn out a most entertaining play. And, in 
the belief that we should be thankful for 
small mercies, we may feel grateful to Mr. 
Jefferson for preserving as much of the ori 
inal as he h A little of a good thing is 
better than none at all, aad the admira- 
ble manner in which thé majority of 
the characters are taken may com- 
pensate with many people for e mu- 
tilation. Mr. Jefferson has grouped about 
him an admirable company for this kind of 
work. Few can appreciate the difficulty in 
these days of tting actors and actresses 
who have the faintest idea of a style of com- 
edy which.during the past ten ‘years in this 
country has become almost obselete. Taste 
and judgment is also shown in the dressing. 
We have seen a more ‘unctuous Mrs. Mala- 
prop than Mrs. John Drew, but the meaning 
of the character could. scarcely be more ex- 
quisitly grasped than itis by this admirable 
actress. She gives to the role * that arti- 
ficial refinement of manner, that vanity, that 
antique and ludicrous coquetry which make 
her misapplication of wor irresistib! 
comic in effect. In the letter scene with 
Capt. Absolute she is particularly fine. A 
little bit of business has been introduced 
here, by the way, which we d 
remember having seen before. As 
it is carried out by the pair it is very effect- 
ive. Instead of Mrs. og le pulling out 
the letter from Beverly to die which she 
has “interceded,” she inadvertently hands 
the last lov note she has received from 
Sir Lucius. Mr. Jefferson’s Bob Acres is a 
fine performance, not a great one. Occa- 
sionally we notice a gesture, an action, and 
even a phrase, reminiscent of Rip Van 
Winkle. But this can scarcely be wondered 
at, remembering how thoroughly the actor 
has indentified himself with that part. How- 
ever, those suggestions are not. prominent 
enough to seriously mar the beauty of the et- 
fort toa miscellaneous audience. He pre- 
sents in the early scenes the country squire, 
“fighting” Bob, as a possibility, Warm 
hearted, kindly disposed, timid, not as the 
coarse country clown who would never 
have associated with the characters in the 
comedy, and in his first scene, that 
with Capt. Absolute and Faulkland, and in 
the second act, where he indites the chal- 
lenge at the dictation of Sir Lucius, this con- 
ce of the character is finely revealed. 
In the fighting scene, that straining for ef- 
fect noticeable on the first night was not so 
apparent as the week advanced. Still, it is 
yet evident.

the American society into which she has 
failed to gain admission. The sovereign im- 
pudence of this is truly Gallic, for the wom- 
an who could do this must not only be a 
Gaul, but must have it, too. 

She claims she was received in England. 
Perhaps she was, but the code of morals 
that suffices for an aristocratic society de- 
scended from the Amelia Palmers. and the 
Duchesses of Portsmouth, and the Nell 
Gwynns, is, thank Heaven, not sufficient for 
a society of decent people in a country where 


licentiousness. Wehave sin of our own, it 
is true, but we have also what this woman 
lacks: the ace not to boast but to be 
ashamed of it. We will pay $3 a ticket to

Further than 

this we are at war with him. ‘The plane of 

morality from which he views such charac- 

ters as the actress, the grounds upon which 

he bases his arguments, and his arguments 

themselves, may do for France and French- 

men, but ought to call forth a vigorous pro- 

test from every American who loves purity 
and virtue. : 

His first argument, that she 1s endowed 
with great ent and energy, that she is 
charitable and a devoted friend and mother, 
weadmit. Great energy, devotion to friends, 
charity, and mother-love are not peculiar to 
any person or class of persons. The brute 
creatures. evidence a remarkable love for 
their young, and show in their mute way 
wonderful devotion to their friends. As deep 
devotion to friends, as fathomless love for 
children, may be found among the most aban- 
doned females as can be claimed for the act- 
ress. Among that class charity is as freely, 
and, according to their means, as generously, 
bestowed as by the actress. Hence we'claim 
that talent, devotion, charitableness, and 
love for one’s children gives no person a 
claim to a position in good society if unac- 
companied by those other virtues which go 
to make up the pure man and woman. 

Again, he claims that if her private life is 
not free from fault, itis her affair and not 
that of the public. Also, that the public has 
the right to discuss the talent of an actress 
but not her character, even if it is the worst 
im the world. This is an outrageous doc- 

rine. 

He farther argues that people should feel 
honored by her friendship. 
of his whole argument is that good society 
should receive on terms of equality a per- 
son of pronounced ability and charitable dis- 
position, no matter what the record of their 
private life or complexion of their character 
may be. 

This is infamous. 

Actors and actresses are not an absolute 
necessity, but pure women and men are, and 
the way to make and keep them so is not to 
be found in associating with of known 
bad characters, no matter if they do possess 
some good qualities. Amusements and en- 
tertainments are a necessity, but should be 
of a character calculated to elevate people,— 
at least not to demoralize them. The people 
also who offer te the public entertainments 
or amusements should possess a character 
calculated to give a healthy moral tone 
to them. We maintain that any person who 
comes before the public as an instructor 
or entertainer is, as it were, public property, 
and should be discussed, and, if found to be 
morally unworthy, should at once be de- 
nounced. People possessed of great talent 
and eminence in any profession wield a 
mighty influence for good or evil, according 
to the character of the possessor. Noblesse 
oblige. People do not always look to the 
moral code for their guidance, but, as is too 
much the case, gauge their actions and con- 
duet by that of those who are in some respect 
their superior, or who occupy prominent 
positions. We would be just to all, and, 
therefore, would deal as leniently with those 
in the humblest and lowest walks and cir- 
cumstances in life whe have gone astray as 
with those who, owing to superior talent, 
position, circumstances, and wealth, have 
gained prominence but have sinned as deep- 
ly. There are hundreds of-women who from 
various causes have been driven—or at least 
they believe they have been ‘driven—to lives 
of shame. 

For these there is some excuse; but for 
those who sin from choice there is none. 
Which of the two classes will “Frenchman ” 
champion, and can he say his countrywoman 
is not one of the latter? 

We would not eternally condemn a person 
who has done wrong, but we want to see 
some evidence of repentance and reforma- 
tion before they ask forgiveness. 

The way to correct an evil is not to wink 
at it in one person and frown on it in an- 
other. The way to correct errors or faults 
is not to condone them in one person and 
condemn them in another; the difference 
between the persons being that the former 
possess some great talent or prominence 
and the latter none. No personcan afford to 


be slandered if they are bad, and wherein 
Mlle. Bernhardt has been slandered we ho 
the slanderer may be brought to justice. e 
believe that New York society in excluding 
her has done wisely, believing its action to 
be in the interest of morality and * *

A Scientific Explanation of How 


: the Machine Is Worked.

The malieious old comparison of angling 
to a sick and a string. with a worm at one 
end and a fool at the other, might be para- 
phrased into a likeness of the telephone in 
some stages of its use. hen a man has 
gotten along se nicely in business that he 
feels that some extraordinary display is 
necessary he invests ina telephone. Two 
men come over from the agency, prowl 
around for an hour or two, exchange mys- 
terious nods and winks, whisper together in 
the darkest corner of. the office, go off, come 
back again, measure the length of the room, 
then disappear, and are next seen shinning 
up telegraph poles in the vicinity, to the im- 
mense alarm of timid old gentlemen passing 
below. The following day they bring in a 


| mahogany box, with several curious trim- 


mings, screw it to the wall in the most inac- 


cessible corner, exchange more nods and 


winks, fool with the snapper at the bottom of 
the thing for an hour or so, and then an- 
nounce to the junior clerk that the telephone 
is ready. 
For three days following business is turned 
over as one turneth a flapjack, and the office 
isin an uproar. General interest centres in 
that telephone. The bald-headed bookkeeper 
tries it, turns the crank thrice very gingerly, 
keeps his ear glued to the nozzle as tightly 
as though the President’s message was com- 
ing in, smiles blandly, says Well!“ twice 
very mildly, gets red in the face, and marches 
back to his desk, refusing to reply to any in- 
quiries. Then the cashier takes a turn, spins 
the crank around furiously, yells Hello!“ 
in an exasperating crescendo, listens awhile, 
swears some, and gets into an argument with 
the junior clerk which terminates disastrous- 


ly for the latter, but which doesn’t material- 


ly enlighten any one in regard to the practi- 
cal working of the instrument. The office- 
boy then come in, and he says the whole secret 
lies in the switch at the bottom of the tele- 
phone-box. This gives a new impetus 
to investigation, in which all hands join. 
Finally, when the crank is nearly wrenched 
off, and the old bookkeeper’s back almcst 
broken with stooping, the bell emits a faint 
tinkle, and a general smile of satisfaction 
breaks out all round,—the main office has 
been reached at last, 

Just at this exciting juncture the success- 
ful business man who runs the office comes 
in, unwinds his comforter, takes off his 
worsted mits, and sifs down in a glow of en- 
thusiasm to see how the thing works. Be 
tween the man and the telephone then en- 
sues the following conversation: : 

Man (confidently)—“ Hello!” 

Telephone (obscurely)—“ Br-r-r! tick-sss !”’ 

Man . ello-o-o!“ 

Tel. (mysteriously)—“ R-r-r-tietic-sp-rrrr

Man (excitedly)—* Wha—what’s that?

Then the bookkeeper tries it, the clerk 
tries it, the cashier tries.it, and the office-boy 
takes a grind at it.

very closely resembling those proceeding 
from the agitated maneuvres of flies ina 
school-boy’s blue-bottle trap. The man ex- 
presses a belief that the old bookkeeper has 
got the crank out of order, the old bookkeep- 
er is firm in opinion that it was the 
cashier, and the cashier says it was the 
office-boy. As the latter has no one 
to shift the responsibility upon, he is sent off 
by way of penance to the telephone agency 
to get somebody to fix the thing. 

A little later, an acquaintance drops in 
who is familiar with telephones. He steps 
to the instrument, gives the crank one turn, 
says Hello!“ quietly, then “wait a 
minute,” turns round, and remarks that this 
is the clearest telephone he has yet used, and 
then holds quite a lengthy conversation by 
its means with a friend four miles away. 

A Boston lady, whuse “cuichaw” was 
undeniable, is said to have likened a con- 
versation by telephone to “listening to the 
voice of conscience.” Ifthe simile be true, 
the vast number of hardened men peopling 
this sinfal world have a good excuse for not 
oftener attending to the counsels of the in- 
ward monitor. 

There are two. breeds of telephone ram- 
pant in Chicago, and each operates on the 
same principle—the vibration of a thin steel 
diaphragm in unison with the vibrations of 
sound, by a current of magneto-electricity. 
The Bell instrument, with the microphone 
detached, is the simplest form of a telephone. 
It consists of a bar magnet, surrounded at 
the poles by coils of insuiated wire, and hav- 
ing in close proximity to one pole a thin and 
highly elastic plate of steel, known as the 
* diaphragm.” Two such instruments, con- 
nected by wire in such manner that coils 
around each magnet form with said wire a 
perfect chain of electric communication, or 
circuit, work thus: By speaking or si ing 
in close proximity to the diaphragm of or 
instrument, the plate vibrates to and from 
the pole of the magnet in unison 
with the vibrations of air causing the sound. 
Inis plate, being of iron or steel, affects the 
magnet as any ordinary armature. When it 
is in contact with the pole it renders all or a 
portion of the magnetism passive,—with- 
drawn again, it develops the magnetism in 
its active A Thus it will be seen that the 
vibration of the diaphragm will cause the 
magnet to fluctuate in active magnetic force 
for each movement. Now each of these fluc- 
tuations sets up what is known as an in- 
duced ’”’ current in the coils of insulateq; wire 
surrounding the poles. This induced cutrent 
passes instantaneously over the line and 
through the coils surrounding the other mag- 


net. Now, if this induced current flows in 


one direction, it strengthens that magnet by | 


induction,—if reversed, it -weakens it. 
Said magnet bemg strengthened, 

erts a trifle more force in at 
tract the diaphragm in front 
of it,—being weakened, the natural elasticity 
of said diaphragm will cause it to retreat. 
Call the two instruments now A On 
a sound being produced near A the 
diaphragm of A begins to vibrate in exact 
unison with the vibrations of said sound. 
For each vibration two electric currents are 
set up in the coils surrounding the magnet 
in A, one in one direction as the diaphragm 
approaches A, the other in reverse direction 
as the diaphragm recedes. These ¢urrents, 
flashing over the line, pass through the coils 
surrounding the magnet in B. One of these 
strengthens said magnet, as explained, the 
other weakens it. The diaphragm in front 
of the magnet in B, being elastic and at- 
tractable, will now advance or recede from 
said magnet as often as it is strengthened or 
weakened, and thas

with the diaphragm in A. By these vibra- 
tions it commupicates a series of small shocks 
to the surrounding air, 1 ＋ in motion 
waves of sound echoing those which are op- 
erating on A, as will readily be seen, and 
thus — the phenomenon familiar to 
the thousands who have the telephone in 
daily use. 

In connection with the telephone as prac- 
tically applied are used the microphone to 
intensify the electric currents, and **call- 
bell“ to give signals for use. former 
operates on a principle impossible to explain 
briefly in language not technical; the latter 
works like any other electrie bell. 

It has been noticed by physicists that iron 
rapidly magnetized or demagnetized emits a 
distinct sound, and no doubt in the telephone 
this phenomenon contributes to the strength 
of sound produced by the vib 
phragm itsetf. 

Ot course the telephone reports shrill 
sounds as well as hoarse, since change in 
pitch is simply an increase or diminution of 
the number of vibrations, It is found, how- 
oye that very low note — the d t of 
of an organ, are reprodue ve mper- 
feetly, since in that case the slowness of the 
vibration is such that the tenseness 
narrow compass of the little diaphragm for- 
bids its usage.
